POOR LAW NURSES’ BONUSES. 


ATTEMPTS are made from time to time to argue 
that Poor Law nurses, because they are provided 
with board, lodging, washing and uniform, should 
receive no war bonus. The matter was raised at 
a recent meeting of the City of London Board of 
Guardians. There to be the impression 
among many Guardians that the four items men- 
tioned constitute the total requirements of their 
nurses, and that inasmuch as they are provided 
whatever they cost, money given to augment pre- 
war salaries is the height of extravagance. What 
seems to be entirely overlooked is that there are 
many other things upon which nurses must spend 
money which cost two and three times as much 
as they used to.

A LONDON NURSING HOME DE LUXE. 

‘lo a representative of THe NursinG Times, Mr 
Nicholas Frederick, who for twenty years has 
managed the Metropole Victoria, and First 
Avenue Hotels for Gordon Hotels, Ltd., unfolded 
his plans for a nursing home de luxe in London, 
estimated to cost no less than £200,000. Luxury 
will be combined with skilled nursing, and every 
thing will be of the best that money can procure. 
In short, the proposed building, which will be a 
new one and cannot be expected to open its doors 
this vear, will be a first class hotel for sick peopl 
with unlimited medical and nursing skill at its 
command. Mr. Frederick is in close touch with 
many well-known medical men whose names will 
probably be made known very shortly. Asked 
whether the heads of the nursing profession wer 
being consulted in any way, he said that the 
matrons of two London hospitals were collaborat- 
ing with the doctors Mr. Frederick explained 
that the scheme was a business speculation, and 
that his part was to concern himself with the pro- 
ject from the hotel side. He could say but littl 
about the nursing arrangements. ‘‘ The nurses 
emploved,’’ he mentioned, - will be paid a cood 
salary.”” He estimated that between sixty and 
eighty nurses would be employed. Thev must be 
of the best, and they will not be required to dé 
anything whatever outside their professional 
duties Mr. Fred rick Wwe leomes criticism of the

lf this first line of defence fails and the bacteria 
actually get into the tissues, the body falls back 
on other methods of defence which depend almost 
entirely on the cells and serum of the blood, 
which permeates practically every tissue of the 
body. 

Tur LEvcOcYTES. 

The blood cells or corpuscles consist of two 
kinds: the red corpuscles, whose function is purely 
to carry oxygen and which have nothing to do 
with the mechanism of defence, and the white 
corpuscles or leucocytes, which are purely con- 
cerned with destruction of invading bacteria or 
other harmful material. Whenever a foreign body 
or bacterium gets into the tissues, this is a signal 
to the leucocytes to gather round in large num- 
bers and start devouring the foe. They do this 
by what is known as phagocytosis, which really 
consists of the leucocyte throwing out processes 
—something in the same manner as an octopus 
engulfs its food—and absorbing the bacterium 
into its interior, where it proceeds to digest it. 
In the fight many leucocytes die, poisoned by 
bacterial toxins, etc., and more and more leuco- 
cytes gather round to the frav, and eventually 
the array in the form of

ordinary creamy pus, which consists of living and 


dead leucocytes. 


ANTI-TOXINS AND AGGLUTININS. 

Apart from the cellular elements of the blood, 
the fluid part or plasma is working on its own to 
assist the white corpuscles. pro- 
ducing anti-torin, which neutralises the toxin 
formed by bacteria, by producing agglutinins, 
which act by causing the bacteria to stick together 
in clumps and so immobilise them (in the 
of mobile bacilli such as typhoid) and by pro- 
ducing other complicated bodies which assist in 
paralysing or killing the invading microbes. In 
typhoid fever the Widal reaction consists in 
mixing the serum of the patient with a culture of 
typhoid bacilli, when the agglutinins of the serum 
will make the bacilli clump together, a process 
easily seen under the microscope. 

These. then, are a few of the methods of de- 
fence, and the problem is how to assist the body 
by either preventing bacteria gaining a foothcld 
or by encouraging the natural defensive methods 
once the enemy have entered the citadel.

SMALLPOX IN EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 

In the eighteenth century smallpox was far from 
being the rare disease it is now; indeed, so 
prevalent was it, that few people escaped and did 
not show the disfiguring scarring of the pocks. A 
practice was introduced by Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu from Constantinople, of infecting (de- 
liberately) healthy people by putting them to bed 
with a mild case of smallpox, in the hope that 
they would catch the disease in a mild form and 
so be afterwards immune.

the privacies of personal and domestic life, no in- 
firmity of disposition or flaw of character, observed 
during professional services, should ever be 
divulged by the nurse, unless circumstances arise 
which render such a course an imperative duty. 
The same rule holds good also with respect to 
the patient’s ailments. Patients and their. affairs 
should not be made a subject for conversation 
or discussion between nurses; silence is even more 
binding upon the nurse than upon the physician, 
as the opportunities of the former for knowing her 
patient’s affairs are often greater than those of the 
latter. 

(4) A nurse should not leave a patient on 
account of her own private affairs, or because her 
position is rendered disagreeable to her through 
the friends or the physician, unless she is assured 
that her presence is displeasing to the patient. 
When it is absolutely necessary for her to leave, 
she should be willing to remain until some com- 
petent nurse has been found to take her place. 

(5) Engagements, whether written or verbal, 
should always be regarded as legal contracts. The 
rescinding by the nurse of such a contract is only 
justifiable in the face of unavoidable emergencies, 
or when the maintenance of her self-respect is 
clearly involved. . 

The Duty of the Nurse to her School. 

(1) It is the duty of the nurse to be loyal to the 
school from which she graduated. From the fact 
that the nurse has remained long enough in the 
school to accept its certificate, she has tacitly ad- 
mitted that she owes it her allegiance.and should 
avoid adverse criticism on its management. A 
nurse can best do honour to her school by. her 
personal conduct and by the high character of her 
professional work 

(2) She should always wear a complete uniform 
of the school when on duty either in the hospital 
or when in charge of a private case. (This section 
is still under consideration.) 

(3) Every member of the Association should feel 
it a dutv to further the interests of the society, 
not only by attendance at the regular meetings 
and by the payment of fees, but also by giving 
her hearty support to all work proposed by it, and 
by interesting the public in such work in all legi- 
timate wavs 

The Duty of Nurses to each other. 

(1) A nurse should avoid adverse criticism of 
another nurse, especially to doctors or patients, 
unless she knows the nurse to be unreliable and 
is called upon for an expression of opinion when 
the question of sending such a nurse to a patient 
is involved. 

(2) The unity and dignity of the nursing profes- 
sion demand that members of one school culti- 
vate a courteous recognition of all other schools 
in good standing, of their work, and of their 
craduates. 

The Duty of the Nurse to the Public 

(1) Tt is the duty of the trained nurse to take 

an active interest in the welfare of the community

AN INTERVIEW witH Capt. Bowyer. 
“APT. BOWYER, the Coalition Member who is piloting 
the Bastardy Bill through the House of Commons, 
has explained to me, in an interview, the objects and 
scope of the measure. ‘‘ The present Bill,’’ he said, “* is 
similar to the one which emanated from the Standing 
Committee last Session, except for the title, which I 
propose to alter, in committee, to ‘‘ The Children of 
Unmarried Parents Bill.’’ All those contentious points 
which rendered its passage through the House of Commons 
impossible last Session have been deleted. It is really an 
*‘ agreed ’’ measure, and, briefly, consists of two main 
provisons. The first is a clause which provides that any 
illegitimate child whose father and mother shall have sub- 
sequently intermarried shall thereby, and as from the 
date of the last marriage—a very important point—be 
deemed for all purposes to be legitimat The second i 
one which, under any affiliation order in future, will enable 
a sum not exceeding 40s. a week to be paid by the putative 
father, instead of the 10s. which is allowed now, and which 
totally inadequate to support and maintain the 
mother and child. It will be remembered that it was only 
in 1918 that the sum was increased from 5s. to 10s. 
‘*So far as possible, the Bill has been made perfectly 
imple and non-contentious. Many interesting and im 
portant questions have not been dealt with. For 
ample, nothing has been said about whether or not those 
children should be legitimatised whose parents were not 
capable of marrying at the time of their birth—if, for 
instance, one was then married. My great desire is to get 
the Bill through so as to bring in what I may term the 
first instalment of a much-needed and long overdue re- 
form.”’

a) Sterilise by soaking in a solution of bin 
mercury, 1 in 500 solution, for eight h 
through with sterile water before use. 

6b) Wash well with soap and water, and boil in water 
for twenty minutes. Then it may be put into spirit or a 
weak carbolic solution until needed for use 

(c) Wash the gut well with soap and water, dry, and 
wind loosely on reels. Soak in ether for twenty-four 
hours; take out of the sterile jars and dry on a sterile 
towel, then put back into sterile glass jars with airtight 
tops; cover with a solution of bin-iodide of mercury, 1 in 
250, in 70 per cent. of rectified spirits; leave in this for 
eight days, then pour this off and soak in a solution of 
4 per cent. chromic acid for ten minutes; pour this off 


and put into a solution of sulphurous acid. This is used 
at the time of the sponte, taken from the jars. 

(d) Wash thoroughly and boil; when dry, roll up 
and pack in small linen bags, which are in turn put 


jnto small nickel sterilisers. In hospital these are sterilised 
in the auto-clave steriliser for twenty minutes by dry 
steam at fifteen pounds pressure; in private houses they 
may be sterilised by steaming in a collander over a sauce- 
pan for eight hours, then taken out and put into a large 
bag, also sterilised, and hung in the air to dry 

(e) These may be boiled for twenty minutes with the 
edges protected with cotton wool; boiling impairs the 
edges, so they may also be soaked in pure lysol for one 
hour, then washed and boiled for three minutes
